HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  TRADE  WASTE  PAPER  COLIEGTIOM 


During  the  year  two  new  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  have  been 
purchased,  to  the  exclusion  of  Contractors,  making  a  total 
of  FIVE  vehicles. 

This  enables  the  whole  District  to  have  a  regular  weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse,  together  with  a  weekly  collection 
of  Trade  Waste  Paper  from  the  Shopping  districts. 

It  is  contemplated  that  during  the  next  year  Night  Soil  Removal 
will  also  be  undertaken  with  these  vehicles.  This  will  be 
dependent  upon  the  amount  of  saving  in  transport  which  can  be 
effected  when  the  Controlled  Tip  comes  into  operation.

DUSTBINS. 


A  tremendous  number  of  dustbins  are  becoming  dangerous  for  the 
Collectors  to  handle,  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  obtain 
anything  like  the  quantiii  -s  required  to  replace  them.  Steady 
progress  has,  however,  been  made,  and  577  new  bins  have  been 
provided,  either  by  the  Council,  or  the  wwners  concerned.

Here,  as  last  year,  the  principle  reason  for  the  small  number 
of  conversions  appears  to  be  the  high  cost,  and  shortage  of 
labour  and  materials,  and  the  smallness  of  the  Council  grant 
towards  cost  of  same. 

I  am  of  the  definite  opinion  that,  until  the  Council  adopt  the 
principle  of  compulsory  conversions,  which  entails  a  grant  of 
50%  of  the  total  cost,  conversions  will  remain  on  a  small  scale. 

I  would  urge  that,  when  labour  and  materials  are  in  better  supply, 
serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  more  effective  method  of 
statutory  conversions.
